HINTS TO YOUNG MOTHERS 

ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN, 

There is no better criterion of good health than the 
state or condition of the skin. ‘The whole surface of 
the body, it should be understood, is one extensive CX- 
cretory organ, performing important functions in the 
human system. Popularly, it may be unnecessary to 
connect its uses with the general process of nutrition; 
but common experience must have informed our 
readers how much the general enjoyment of life, or 
what is generally known as buoyant health, is de- 
pendent upon a tear and properly-acting skin. 

The difference in the condition of the skin in youth 
and adult age is very considerable, and deserving of 
notice. In children it does not easily become dry or 
rough or scaly, unless, indeed, they become reduced 
by illness, when it is not unusual to find some part of 
the body covered with a white, bran-like scurf, which 
appears to be owing to the scanty supply of the more 
fluid portion of the perspiration not affording a suf- 
ficient vehicle for the other of its products being car- 
ried away by the process of evaporation. 

Under ordinary circumstances of a natural and 
healthy action of the skin in children, it is soft to the 
touch, though exposed to a degree of cold that would 
make the cuticle of an adult present the harsh, rough 
surface commonly called goose-skin from this ap- 
pearance. 

We have often laid it down as a general principle, 
that whenever a long-continued bodily inconvenience 
of any kind has been observed to come on gradually, 
and obstinately to resist local remedies, the whole 
system of the patient may be presumed to be dis- 
ordered, either in its various or some one particular 
function. When, therefore, daiareeebie seurfy 
affections of the skin appear in young children, 
mothers may rest assured that debility or disorder 
exists somewhere, and that a properly-advised course 
of tonic or alterative medicine is requisite to do effec- 
tual or permanent good. We decline to recommend 
remedies in individual cases; but, as a general reply 
to numerous correspondents upon this subject, we 
propose to devote this paper to means of alleviation, 
and which may properly and safely be employed, in 


addition to any constitutional treatment that may be 
pursued at the same time.

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EXCURSIONS ON THE RIVER. 

Tue avarice of steamboat companies seems likely 
either to destroy the harvest which this season 
brings them, or to secure it at a loss of life, fright- 
ful to contemplate. If any one anxious to settle 
this question for himself would take up his po- 
sition upon one of our bridges for half an hour, 
and watch the over-crowded state of the vessels as 
they ply along, he will find that we do not ex- 
aggerate the imminence of the danger when we 
state that the progress down the river is a term of 
doubtful and suspicious significance, We should 
hardly recommend the practical experiment which 
may be gained at the cost of fourpence by forming 
one of the dense mass which throngs the deck. 
That might be purchasing experience at a price 
which would render it useless, But let us assure 
our readers that on many occasions, such is the 
avidity to secure passengers, to make the most of 
the fine weather while it lasts, that the land trip 
is both safer and more agreeable, 

On Tuesday last a gentleraan, who deserves the 
thanks of the public for his efforts in their behalf, 
applied to the Lord Mayor to know if there was 
not a by-law of the corporation which prohibited 
the over-crowding of the river steamboats. He 
stated that on the day previous he had embarked 
at Greenwich, and that, before the boat left the 
pier, he was obliged to threaten the “ captain” 
with exposure if he took in more passengers. 
Upon this, any further embarkation was prohibited, 
and the boat left the pier crammed to suffocation, 
so that one woman, through fear, was seized with 
violent hysterics. In spite of this, however, the 
captain continued to take in more passengers at 
the succeeding piers, till the gentleman in ques- 
tion, and several other passengers, made. their 
way out of the vessel, leaping on shore through 
actual terror of the consequences which they 
apprehended from its over-charged condition. 

Now, it would appear that there does exist a by- 
law prohibiting this dangerous practice ; but there 
exists, it is said, some difficulty in putting it into 
operation. We confess we cannot understand this 
difficulty. It has been asserted that so many as 
one thousand persons are occasionally crowded 
into a single steamboat. How many of these would 
escape an accident which should capsize or sink 
the vessel is a problem we cannot and do not care 
to solve. But when the risk is so terrible—when 
the lives of hundreds are at stake—we think that 
the difficulty should not be so readily admitted, 
which stands in the way of a proper regulation of 
these steamboats. The Lord Mayor stated that he 
feared the evil would ‘never be remedied till four 
or five hundred individuals were drowned.’’ We do 
not see the occasion for waiting for this event. If 
the evil can be remedied after such a calamity, 
why not before? 

In the meantime it would appear that the only 
safeguard lies in the hands of the public. Let 
passengers refuse to enter a boat which appears 
already sufliciently filled. One proprietor stated 
to the Lord Mayor, that it was impossible to keep 
the public out’ of the boats. We do not believe 
this statement. Let us ask, would they find it 
insurmountably difficult to keep the public from 
leaving their boats without paying? Why, then, 
is it more difficult to prevent them from getting 
in? Itis quite clear that the excuse 1s @ subter- 
fuge. When the gentleman to whom we have 


already alluded endeavoured to leave the boat 
without giving up his ticket, which he wanted to 
retain as evidence, he was assaulted and struck, 
and had to send for the police before he could get 
away, even under the circumstances which we have 
mentioned.

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OPENING OF THE SOUTH- WESTERN 
yes EXTENSION TO WATERLOO- 
OAD, 

On Tuesday morning, the 11th instant, the first 
assenger-train passed over this new line. Several 
famaneds of persons were assembled near the 
arches in Griffin-street, in the Westminster-road, 
and in other places near the principal arches, as 
well to witness the opening of this important 
extension, as to ascertain whether the assing of 
the train made any deflection of the bri ges; but, 
although the train was of an unusual weight, the 
arches stood it nobly, not the least yielding being 
visible to the most practised eye. ‘lhe arches had 
been eeaCausly put to the severest tests by moving 
immense weights over them, and the deflection, 
noted by the most accurate instruments, was found 
to be most inconsiderable, 
The opening of this extensicn has quite changed 
the affairs of the nei hbourhood, Publicans in the 
Waterloo and York Roads are having new rooms 
built—beershops, formerly comparatively em ty 
are now driving a famous trade—railway ootfen 
houses, railway butchers, railway bakers, and 
railway barbers, are springing up in the neigh- 
bourhood of the terminus with the rapidity of 
mushrooms; while on Waterloo-bridge itself an 
extra money-taker was obliged to be put on duty 
the first day of the opening, so great was the in- 
crease of traffic.

In them she saw the results of care, anxiety, 
and sorrow, which had made such inroads on the 
life of her parent; and now, aware that in a few 
months she herself would become a mother, she felt 
more than ever disposed to fulfil the duties of a 
daughter, and to make an effort to live to repay the 
debt of gratitude she owed to her doting parent.

and a flood of tenderness gushed to her heart as she 
thought of her unborn infant. O! should it but re- 
semble its father, that husband so adored, and so soon 
snatched from her, she might yet be able to bear ex-

HerrinG Fisninc.—tThe herring fishing in 
Lochfine is now prosecuted with great vigour, and 
the fishermen are well rewarded for their labour, not 
only in the goodness of the take, but in the fine 
quality and largeness of size of the fish. For many 
years past the herrings taken in Lochfine have not 
been in such prime condition as at present, which is 
ascribed by the fishermen and curers to the fish having 
escaped from the spawning-ground at Ballantrae, 
before the usual abominable traflic of taking them for 
sale while in a sickly state was begun. The yearly 
destructive onslaught on the herrings at Ballantrae 
was providentially prevented this year by boisterous 
weather, by which the herrings were allowed to pro- 
ceed to their natural feeding-grounds, where they have 
fattened to such an extent and are in such numbers 
as to furnish another proof, if any were wanting, of 
the necessity of legislative interference to prevent 
the unnatural destruction that takes place on the 
spawning-ground,—Glasgow Constitution. 


Dover Reruce Harsour.—This great 
national work is now progressing with much spirit, 
and begins to show symptoms of what it will be. The 
first portion, as our readers are aware, 800 feet of 
massive sea wall, has been contracted for by the 
Messrs. Lee, of London; and the works are carried on 
under the superintendence of their active agent, Mr, 
Scott, whose previous experience and practice in 
similar works fit him in a peculiar manner to conduct 
this extensive undertaking. The plan is, we believe, 
that of Mr. Walker, the eminent engineer; and the exe- 
cution of the engineering department also devolves on 
him and his partner, Mr. Burgess. The works now 
extend 130 feet into the sea, and the curve to the east- 
ward has been commenced. One diving-bell was put 
into requisition on Monday last, in the process of 
levelling the rock for the foundation, and another will 
be brought into use next week. Of the immense 
quantity of stone (8500 tons) which has been landed 
here within a few months, nearly one-half has already 
been put down. The blocks are uniformly of large 
dimensions, some exceeding ten tons In weight. 


Kxirrina in THE Nortu.—lt is gratifying 
(says the Jnverness Courier) to learn that the unre- 
mitting efforts made by Lady Mackenzie to encourage 
knitting among the women on the Gairloch property 
are becoming more and more successful. The Gair- 
loch stockings are now well known, and the demand 
for them is inereasing every day. Nothing can be 
finer than the beauty of the colours, the neatness of 
the patterns, and the style of work. It is difficult for 
the uninitiated to conceive how well the various colours 
can be blended; and there must be some secret in 
Gairloch in this matter, We have seen patterns of 
hose in imitation of heather, at once curious and 
pretty, and admirably adapted for the kilt, especially 
when worn upon the muirs. The trade is now princl 
pally, if not entirely, managed by Mr. Macdougall, of 
the Tartan Warehouse, who will no doubt ably second 
the benevolent lady who has done and is doing so 
much for the tenantry of that estate. Another descrip- 
tion of stockings and socks are sent to the same estab- 
lishment, manufactured at Tobermory, under the 
inspection of a lady engaged by the section of the 
Central Board. The Tobermory stockings are of plain 
colours, but the wool is soft and delicate, and the 
workmanship so good that they actually rival the far- 
famed articles knit by the Shetlanders, In Skye great 
exertions are making, as our readers know, to encou- 
rage the knitting trade, and the exertions of Captain 
Fishbourne and the Edinburgh section of the Central 
Board deserve to be seconded by the public. Speci- 
mens of the Skye knitting and stockings, made in 
Fearn and other parishes of Ross-shire, under the 
relief operations, can also be seen at the Tartan 
Warehouse, the entrance to which, by the way, has 
been vastly improved. While speaking of home manu- 
factures—and various reasons suggest themselves why 
preference should be given to them—we may mention 
that the manufacture of plaids for the Tartan Ware- 
house has given employment during the winter and 
spring to not a few of the poor people—half weavers, 
half crofters—and that others in various parts of the 
country have had congenial employment in the fabri- 
cation of strong and curiously-carved snutf boxes, and 
other useful and fancy articles in woed. 


Nospie Conpuct,— As a poor man was 
fishing near the mouth of the river ‘Tyne on Sa- 
turday last, his boat drifted from her moorings, and 
was carried out to sea; the wind at the time blowing 
strong from the west, with an ebb tide, In this state 
the poor man, who had hoisted a signal of distress, 
was observed by the crew of a foreign vessel, which 
hove to and threw hima rope. Soon afterwards the 
rope broke, and the boat again drifted to sea. Some 
pilots and fishermen of Cullercoats, by the help of 
their telescopes, observed this accident, and, knowing 
it was impossible for the poor fellow to make the land, 
they manned one of their best eobles, and, in the 
course of an hour, overtook the boat, which they 
found to be in a sinking state, and the poor man in ip 
quite exhausted and helpless from fear and fatigue.

APPREHENSION OF Dr, M‘DovaLi.— 
AsHTON-UNDER-LYNF.—On Sunday morning, at four 
o’clock, Mr, R. Newton, the superintendent of police 
in this town, together with Inspectors Maiden, Dal- 
gleish, and other constables, proceeded ina body to 
the Odd Fellows’ Arms, kept by Mr, G. Downs, in 
Old-street, where they found Peter Murray M‘Douall, 
the Chartist lecturer, in bed, He was immediately 
taken into custody on a charge of sedition, and at- 
tending an unlawful meeting, on Monday, the 10th 
instant, He was conveyed to the Ashton police- 
office, where he at present remains, During the 
whole of Sunday the Town-hall was surrounded by 
Chartists, standing in groups in the Market-place. 
Large numbers of the police kept possession of the 
Town-hall, M‘Douall had addressed a public meeting 
the previous evening at Staleybridge, which was 
attended by the Ashton ‘* National Guards,’’ in mili- 
tary order. Both the reporters and police were pro- 
hibited from going into the meeting-room. The same 
course was adopted at the meeting held by M‘Douall, 
at Ashton, on the 10th instant We have been in- 
formed that many of those calling themselves ‘“ Na- 
tional Guards’? went armed with pikes, pistols, &c., 
to both the meetings. They are said to number 
upwards of 1000 in Ashton alone. Much excitement 
prevails smn one the Chartist body, owing to M‘Douall 
being arrested, 


Riot AND Rescus oF A Cuartist.—Sunday 
morning a disturbance took place in the vicinity of 
Manchester-road, Bradford, a district where a great 
number of Chartists reside. It appears that the police, 
who have been for some time on the look out for the 
notorious ‘ Wat Tyler, the Chartist blacksmith,” 
who had made a great number of pikes for sale, had 
got intimation that he had returned to his domicile in. 
‘Adelaide-street, Manchester-road, from which he had 
been absent some six or seven weeks, In consequence 
four of them went to the place unarmed to effect his 
capture; but no sooner was their mission made known 
in the neighbourhood than a hue and cry was raised, 
and the neighbouring inhabitants were mustered in a 
few minutes.

DEATH OF A FATHER BY THE VIOLENCE OF 
HIs DAUGHTERS.—The inhabitants of Harrogate were 
at noon on Saturday thrown into a state of unusual ex- 
citement by the alleged murder of an old man, named 
Joseph Stubbs, » by his daughters, 
Stubbs. The following are the particulars gleaned 
from Mrs. Stubbs, widow of the deceased. Mrs. 
Stubbs says :—‘ My two daughters, Sarah and Abigail, 
who live with me, had been doing some washin 
which came to a few shillings, and I gave each of them 
a shilling as their share. This did not appear to satisfy 
them, for they commenced abusing me in a most 
shameful manner, ‘Their father, who was present, in- 
terfered, and took my part, when I told my husband 
to put their boxes in the street, and let them go after 
them, On hearing this Sarah and Abigail went up 
stairs, and my husband followed them, but he had 
scarcely reached the top of the stairs ‘when he was 
hurled down, and fell violently on his right temple. I 
was just turning in at the door from the street when it 
took place, and hastened to my husband, who died in 
a few minutes. I was much confused at the time, and 
hardly know wiat took place. My husband was very 
kind to me, and we scarcely ever had an ill word.” 
The foregoing is Mrs. Stubbs’s account, who may have 
spoken to the best of her knowledge ; but as she was 
almost deprived of all consciousness at the time, and

The word of a person who, if he was 
not present, had the means of gaining every infor- 
mation, confirms several statements made that the old 
man was, while lying at the bottom of the stairs, 
kicked and beaten with a poker or some such instru- 
ment. The two daughters generally bear a bad cha- 
racter, and have done so for some time past. Their 
conduct to their parents has been uniformly bad, and 
those who have any knowledge of them are barely sur- 
prised at this dreadful act, which, though perhaps not 
premeditated, displays a frightful’ amount of hardened 
feeling. The unfortunate deceased was about sixty 
years of age, and earned a livelihood by letting out 
donkey and mule carriages, The accused were taken 
into custody. At the inquest, after the examination 
of several witnesses, the coroner summed u , when 
the jury returned the following verdict :~-‘' V re find 
that the deceased died of exhaustion and fainting, 
occasioned by his falling down stairs; but whether 
the deceased accidentally fell down stairs or was 


thrown down, no satisfactory evidence thereof doth 
appear.”

take place when a concurrence of circumstances give 
rise to mutual attachment: they are not dependent 
on legislation. We are not inclined to think that 
such attachments and marriages would be extensively 
increased in number were the law to permit them; 
because, as we have said, itis not the state of the law, 
prohibitory or permissive, which has governed, or, as 
we think, ever will effectually govern, them.”

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
sre Childhood of Mary Leeson, By Mary Howitt 
apecs hook upon the education of children 
would be an addition to the family library, of in- 
estimable value—one that should note down not the 
experience 0 of a single mother; for different dispo- 
sitions require different modes of training, though 
all should tend to the one aim. But had we 
a writer—and surely our literature is not without 
such an one—who could add to her own experience 
in her own family the observations she had made 
on others, and could weigh varieties of tempera- 
ment, and adapt her doctrines to those varieties, 
the results would be incalculable. How is it that 
the pettiest trade in life, the humblest occupation, 
needs an instruction, and that people think they 
will be able to train their children healthily with- 
out thought upon the matter—without earnest and 
long reflection ? 
In the preface to this little volume, which forms 
art of Darton’s Holiday Library, the authoress 
informs us that she has been frequently requested 
to write a work on education. ‘ People have 
irnagined,” she says, ‘‘ that because I had children 
of my own I must understand the subject.” And 
in a few lines afterwards she adds, “ The story of 
Mary Leeson’s Childhood, which I have given in 
the following pages, embodies my idee of the spirit 
which ought to direct the education of a child.”’ 
With this statement before us it becomes neces- 
sary, on so important a subject, that we should 
strictly record our opinion of the book. Its literary 
worth is not a question here. We are solely con- 
cerned with its value as a guide—a hand-book of 
education for the young, or ignorant mother ; and, 
with every respect for Mrs. Howitt's talents, we 
feel constrained to say that the information she 
~, has here recorded is of very limited extent, and of 
80 general & character as to render it almost use- 


Do you intend to 


less. We have, indeed, the principle laid down 
that to force a child’s mind to its books, or en- 
courage to too great an extent its natural tenden- 
cies towards study, is to sacrifice health; and for 
enforcing that truth we cannot too highly com- 
mend our authoress. But, if that is all which 
may be learned after wading through 143 pages, 
we must say that ‘* The Childhood of Mary Leeson” 

has been written to comparatively little purpose. 

But let us make the most of it, and briefly inform 
our readers how Mrs. Howitt has inculcated her 
principle. At four years of age Mary Leeson is 
able to read, and she indulges in all the mysteries 
of the Scriptures, and certain poets—Shakspere 
amongst the number; matters which are truly 
stated. as unfit for the consideration of her years. 
“She would sit poring over a ‘great volume, 
nearly as big as herself, for hours.” This, now, 
is a case so exceedingly rare that we cannot rely 
upon the judgment which selected it as the 
subject of a book of this kind. But to proceed. 
She is admitted to her father’s circle of friends, 
from whom she hears much concerning O’Connell 
and Free Trade; into all which she enters, with 
something like apprehension of what is meant. 
We conceive here, again, that Miss Mary Leeson 
is not a type of her contemporaries. The result of 
all this is the decline of her health; until her 
parents become alarmed, and a new system is had 
recourse to, which mounts the young lady on the 
back of her grandpapa’s pony, and sends her into 
the fields, for the best possible education which a 
child can have. 

We should nothave quarrelled with Mrs. Howitt’s 
book had there been less pretension about it. As 
a child’s story it might have passed muster; but, 
as a book containing the mode in which children 
should be brought up, the execution is utterly 
inadequate to the design, Even, however, as a 
story to be read by young people, we cannot say 
much in its favour. ‘fo speak candidly, Mary 
Leeson is an idea, and not an individual. We 
have heard of young prodigies—little bundles of 
all virtues; but never saw any of them yet. Per- 
haps the miracle is in store for us: in the mean- 
time we must refuse our belief to their existence. 
If this book will have the effect of making any 

child who reads it resemble the heroine we shall 
be glad. But sheis too good; and that, too, is the 
fault of her friends, whase ceaseless oc cupation is, 
the amiable, The sole result which we anticipate 
is to disgust young people with their real friends, 
whom they will certainly find very different from 
the persons depicted i in this volume. 

“Ata future time,” says Mrs. Howitt, ‘I shall 
probably give the history of the next ten years 
of Mary Leeson's life; in which it shall be seen 
what was the superstructure which rose upon a 
foundation of truth, obedience, and love.” If 
Mrs. Howitt will take into consideration the 
fact, that with the greatest amount of these qua- 
lities in the youngest persons there is always a 
mixture of selfishness, of waywardness, of fault; 
and if she will, as doubtless she can, just explain 
in her narrative how these qualities first manifest 
themselves; what their results are; how eventually 
disagreeable to all parties, and by what means 
they are to be subdued by parents on the one 
hand and children themselves upon the other, she 
will do well. But, if her continuation is to be as 
vague and as unnatural as her commencement of 
Mary's life, we shall be obliged to regret that she 
has undertaken this work at all, 

We should hope that these remarks will be taken 
as they are meant, kindly, Were we to say that 
Mrs, Howitt had put forth an admirable book 
upon the subject of children’s education, feeling 
convinced that it is very far from meriting even a 
moderate amount of praise, we should be acting 
unconscientiously—betraying our trust to the 
public, It is clear that, doubtless with the best 
intentions, she has mistaken her course, ‘That a 
useful book might come from her pen we are wil- 
ling to believe; and conclude these remarks by 
eine that the future will bring it, and before

Desrructive Haritstorm.— 
The thunderstorm of Friday afternoon 
(last week) seem: to have spread over 
the whole country, and done great 
damage, the lightning setting fire to 
buildings in several places, and the hail 
destroying the crops. Great damage has been sus- 
tained in Cambridgeshire. Some of the parties are 
insured in the Royal Farmers’ Insurance-office, and 
will, of course, be reimbursed; whilst others, who 
have not been so prudent, will be very serious losers, 
One farmer, at Henley, in Oxfordshire, has lost fifty 
acres of wheat out of seventy; and others at Wood- 
Stock, in the same county, have experienced severe 
losses, 
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It appears, from the accounts just laid before 
Parliament by the colonial land and emigration com- 
missioners, that the total number of persons who emi- 
grated from the United Kingdom during the year 
1847 was 258,270, The number is remarkable, as it 
is about twice as great as that of any previous year, 
As to the direction of this stream of emigration, 
during the last twenty years, about half the emigrants 
of each year have gone to the United States, and of 
late years the number moving in that direction has 
increased. 

A correspondent in Dublin writes, “1 regret 
to see the fungus, which was destructive in 1845,

On Tuesday returns of the number of foreign sheep 
and of the amount of foreign wool imported into the 
United Kingdom in the year 1847 were ordered on the 
motion of the Duke of Richmond, who called the at- 
tention of the House to the fact that a contagious 
disease had been introduced into the English flocks by 
foreign sheep. 

On Thursday the Marquis of Lansdowne, in answer 
to Lord Stanley, said, with reference to Ireland, he 
was {not prepared to state then what measures the 
Government had in contemplation to introduce. The 
motion of the noble earl (Glengall) for Friday night 
would, however, afford a fitting Opportunity for further 
explanation and discussion with regard to the state of 
Ireland. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Lord John 
Russell made his promised statement of the intentions 

. of the Government relative to the principal bills before 
Parliament—what they proposed to press forward and 
what to abandon. It was then determined to go on 
with the Public Health Bill, which had passed that 
House, and obtained a second reading in the House of 
Lords. It was also their intention to endeavour to 
obtain the consent of the House of Lords to the En- 
cumbered Estates Bill, with the amendments made in 
it by the House of Commons, because they regarded it 
as a measure of the greatest importance to Ireland. 
The bill introduced the other night relative to cab 
practices at elections would also be proceeded wit 1, 
because it would be most unfit to allow the session to 
close without passing some measure on the subject, 
The Diplomatic Relations with the Court of Rome 
Bill, which had come down from the Lords, was in the 
hands of Lord Palmerston, and he would move the 
second reading on the earliest o ortunity, with the 
view of passing it this session.

The Go- 
vernment also came to the conclusion to withdraw the 
Merchant Seamen’s Fund Bill. They would likewise 
reserve for a future session the Irish franchise mea- 
sure. The Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Bill the 
Government would endeavour to pass, The President 
of the Poor Law Board would also go on with the 
Poor Law Bills that he had introduced. There were 
many other bills of great importance which he did not 
think it necessary to include in his statement.—The 
motion for the discharge of the Merchant Seamen’s 
Fund Bill was agreed to.—On the motion of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, the House went into committee 
on the rum duties.

Paris.—Lovis Purnierr’s Estatr.—The ‘com- 
mittee of finance assembled on Friday, to discuss the 
Proposition of M. Proudhon to impose an income-tax 
on landed and house property, and that of M. Jules 
Favre for confiscating the private estate of King 
Louis Philippe. M. Jules Favre having in the course 
of his speech in moving his resolution asserted that 
Louis Philippe had lost his crown through his Jaults 
and his crimes, M. Thiers, who is a member of the 
committee of finance, rose and said:—*I am ac- 
customed to the aapne of victorious parties, and, 
as Fe labes myself, I am neither astonished nor of- 
fended at them; but there are things which I will 
never suffer to be said without protesting against 
them. King Louis Philippe committed faults, and 
scrious faults, which caused his fall; faults which I 
deplored and combated during eight years at my risk 
and peril, but he never committed any crimes. He was 
the object of many crimes, butit is false that he ever 
commutted any, I appeal in this respect to all ho- 
nourable men and to history.’ As to the confiscation 
of his private estate, I shall oppose it as an act of 
odious injustice, whatever interpretation may be given 
to my conduct here or elsewhere. I admit the Re- 
public; I desire its peaceable and durable establish- 
ment; but %€ should not be dishonoured by causing it 
to commit iniquitous acts !”’ 

Letters from Lyons state that the disarming of the 
National Guard of that city (which is to bereorganized) 
was effected without cpposition.

The Vicar of the Empire 
replied :—‘* Gentlemen, the haste with which I have 
come among you proves the sense I entertain of the 
dignity of the office of Vicar of the Empire, which has 
been conferred upon me; and also of the confidence 
reposed in me by the representatives of the German 
people. In taking upon me the functions of Vicar of 
the Empire I declare once more I will obey, and cause 
to be obeyed, the law which has now been read to me. 
I dec.are, in addition, that I will devote myself exclu- 
sively to the discharge of the duties of this office, and 
will request the Emperor to relieve me from the charge 
of acting as his substitute immediately after the open- 
ing of the Diet at Vienna, on which occasion I have 
promised to act for him.” As soon as the archduke 
had returned. to his hotel he was waited upon by a 
deputation of the Diet, consisting of the president, the 
envoys of Wurtemberg, Hanover, and the Free ‘Lowns, 
With these gentlemen he repaired forthwith to the 
palace of the Diet, where the whole of the members 
and a great concourse of strangers were assembled.

Money Markgt.—A reaction in the funds occurred on 
Wednesday as extraordinary a3 was the action of prices up- 
wards on Tuesday. Consols were heavy and in decline at the
